Of- New York Have Gold Ready 


for Bonds. 


Five Bank Presidents Meet to Discuss 


the Impending Loan. 


Thvir Bunks Hold IJie Bulk of the. Gold in 


»\v 
York—Bankers Have Aliuiit 


Agreed to Bid on trie Three

XKW YOIIK, Nov/13.— Five presidents 


of national banks, who are rcg-arded as 
the leaders of the "bank presidents in 
Keiv York citj-, met in the office of 
Henry W. Cannon, president of the 
Chase National bank, late Monday. 
They were: Mr. Cannon, Presidents 
Nash, of the Corn Exchange National 
bank: Tapp'an, of the Gallatin Nation- 
al; Simmons, of the Fourth National; 
and Williams, of the Chemical National 
bank. 


These grentlemen had 
attended a 


meeting of the building1 committee of 
the Clearance House association, and 
gathered in the office of the Chase na- 
tional bank to discuss the impending- 
grovernmeni loan. The consensus of 
opinion \vas that .the bankers of New 
York would give up larg-e amounts of 
gold for the p rchase of the new issue 
of troveriarnent bonds. It is expected 
that investors will- stibserii e lai g^ely 
for the new bonds, ar>d the banks will 
furnish to depositors freely the Efola 
necessary to take the bonds. 


This decision is of importance, as the 


banks represented in this informal 
conference, with the Union Trust and 
United States and Central Trust Com- 
panies, hold the bulk of^ the jrold in 
New York. Presidents King-. Stewart 
and Oleott. of the trust, companies 
mentioned, have already extended to 
the administration their assurance that 
the new issue will be taken care of. 


AVhon tie February issue was made, 


depositors had difficulty in taking- the 
<rold from banks, and many only - se- 
cured lesral tenders, which were pre- 
sented at the sub-treasury to obtain 
the rrold. The groverament thus failed 
to secure over 335,000,000 gold for the 
S5S.OOO.OOO netted by the sale of S-iO.- 
000.000 bonds. 


The decision of the bankers to give 


up their srold freely will consequently 
•net a larger amount of gold to the gov- 
ernment^os the result of the forthcom- 
inf 830.000.000 bond issue. The amount, 
it is estimated, will be over JN^O.OUO.OOO. 


It is understood in New York that 


the new issue will be announced with- 
in forty-eight hours, if the circulars 
and subscription blanks can be pre- 
pared in that time. ' The bankers have 
about agreed to bid on a three per 
cent, basis. 


Assurances have been received ^by 


the leaders in the movement which 
•warrant the assertion "that the issue 
will be largely oversubscribed, and 
b'ds will be on a trifle better basis 
thaji 3 Der-eent. The "banks late Mon- 


day refused to make time loans on the 
rates which have been prevailing-, as it 
is expected that the main portion of 
the $55,000.000 gold paid for the bonds 
will be withdrawn from the New York 
banks and trust companies. 


This will raise the rates of interest, 


and in anticipation of this result the 
'banks and trust companies refuse to 
loan monev until the effect upon inter- 
est rates can be fully calculated. All 
bankers concur in the opinion that the 
withdrawal of nearly $60,000,000 of 
money from general circulation will 
have more effect than in last January, 
as there is a better demand for money 
at present and the improving prospects 
of business indicate a still greater de- 
mand when the manufacturing for the 
spring business begins. 


SCHOOL BUILDING BURNS. 


Five Hundred Children Narrowly Escape 


Being Cremated. 


SEDAI.IA, Mo., Nov. 13.—The public 


school building at 'Windsor. Mo.. \vas 
totally destroyed by fire at 10 o'clock 
Monday morning. It was an eight- 
room brick structure, valued at 5-0,000, 
and was insured for jsi.OOO. The' build- 
ing was filled with ">00 pupils at the 
time, many of whom had narrow es- 
capes. 


The fire started from the furnace in 


the basement and was well under way 
before discovered. 
The children were 


compelled to abandon all their cloth- 
ing in the cloak-rooms, as well as their 
books. TValter Finks, a teacher, jumped 
from a s&c;ond-story window and was 
badly injured. May Barnanman. a 13- 
year-old girl, ran into the burning 
buildinsr to secure her books. She was 
overcome with smoke and fell to the 
floor. One of the teschers rescued her.

THE. REPORT 


Of .the National Labor Commis- 


sion to the President. 


Strikes and the Troubles Between 


Employer and Employes 


Should Be Settled by a Commission Which 


Should Have Absolute Power to Act, 


and the Courts to Compel Riill- 


wayg and Others to Obey. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The United States 


Strike Commission, composed of Carroll D. 
Wright; John 35. Kernan and Nicholas E. 
Worthington, appointed by the president to 
investigate the causes of. the great railway 
troubles the past summer, has made its re- 
port. 
The troubles of the Illinois Central and 


the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific compan- 
ies were the ones investigated. 


During the session of 13 days, at Chicago, the 


commission examined. 107 -witnesses, who wero 
either presented by the parties or cited to ap- 
pear. At an adjourned session; held in Wash- 
ington, September 25, two witnesses appeared, 
making a total of 109. 
.- At ftie first- hearing it developed that the 
Pullman employes very generally became 
members of the Americnn Railway union in 
March and April, 1894, and that the nineteen 
local unions, which they had formed, had de- 
clared a strike at Pullman: also that the rail- 
road companies named in the president's com- 
mission were members - of the General Man-, 
agers' association. 


According: to the testimony the .railroads lost 


in property destroyed, hire of United States 
deputy marshals and other incidental ex- 
penses, at least JG85.308. The loss of earning 
of these roads is estimated at f4.G72,91C. Some 
3.100 employeSJit Pullman lost in wages, as esti- 
mated, at least .1350,000. About lOLi.OOO em- 
ployes upon the -4 railroads centering at CM'- 
'cago, all of which were more or less involved 
in the strike, lost in wages, as estimated, ai 
least $1,380,143, Many of these employes aro 
still adrift and losing wages. 


During tlie strike the fatalities, arrests, in- 


dictments and dismssals of charges for strike 
offenses in Chicago and vicinity were as fol- 
lows:

The commission says of the Pullman Palace 


Car Co.: For the year ending July 1, 1893. the 
dividends were .S2,5-JO,0(Ki and the wages S7.223.- 
719.51. For the year endtag July 1.1894, the 
dividends 42,880.000 and the wages £4,471,701.39. 


Of the American Railway Union the commit- 


tee says: "This is an association of about 
150,0001 railroad employes, as alleged, organized 
at Chicago on June 20. 1803. for the purpose of 
including railway employes born of white par- 
ents in one great brotherhood. 


•The American Federation of Labor com- 


posed of affiliated unions, wito a membership 


over 500.000, also tends in the direction of 


broader union for labor. 
The order of the 


Knights of Labor, with an estimated member- 
ship of from 150.COO to 175.000, has always ad- 
vocated the solidarity of labor, 


•As the result of the Pullman system andits 


growth, when the depression of IS03 came, 
morally calling for mutual concessions as to 
wages, rents, etc.. we find on the one side a 
very wealthy and unyielding corporation, and 
upon the other a multitude of employes ai 
comparatively excellent character and skill, 
but without local attachments or any inter- 
ested responsibility .in the town, its business, 
tenements or surroundings. 


'The conditions created at Pullman enable 


the management at all times to assert with 


reat vigor its assumed right to fix wuges and 


rents, absolutely, aud to repress that sort of 
ndependence which-leads to labor organiza- 
tions and their attempts at mediation, arbitra- 
,ion, strikes, etc." 
In speaking of the General Managers'asso- 


ciation of the railway companies, the commis- 
sioner says: 


The association is an Illustration of the per- 


sistent and shrewdly devised plans of eorpora- 
,lons to overreach their limitalions and to 
usurp indirectly powers and rights not con- 
emplated in .their charters and not obtainable 
rom the people or their legislators. 
It further says that the legalizing of this 
•pooling" would result in an aggregation of 
power and capital dangerous to the people and 
heir liberties as well as to the employes and 
,heir rights. 
The question would then cer- 


,ainly arise as to which shall control, the gov- 
ernment or the railroads, and the end would 
nevitably be government ownership. Unless 
•eady for that result and all that it implies, the' 
government must restrain corporations within 
he law and prevent them from forming unlaw- 
ul and dangerous combiiuitions- 
At least, so 


ong as railroads are thus permitted to com- 
bine to fe wages and for their joint protection. 
t would be runk injustice to deny the riyht of 
oil labor upon railroads to unite for similar 
mrposes- 


The commission then dsals-vrith the wage 


question, and says that about the time of the 
strike about >.70.uOO of unpaid renis at Pullman 
had accumulated. 


The reductions at Puilman after September, 


1S93. were the result of conferences among the 
managers: the employes for the first time 
knew of them when they took effect- Xo ex- 
planations or conferences took place until May 
7 and ft in regard thereto between the employes 
and the officers of the company. 
For the 


reasons stated the employes at Pullman were 
during the winter in a state of chronic discon- 
tent. Upon Hay 7 and 9 a committee of forty- 
six from all the departments waited upon the 
management and urged the restoration of 
wages to the basis of J une. IK93. The company 
refused this ar,d offered no concession, as to 
wage's whatever, maintaining and explaining 
that business conditions did not justify any 
change. 


The commission says the demand for the 


restoration of the wages of 1S93 was unjustifi- 
able, but it says the reduction was carried to 
excess- It further says: 


As soon as the strike was declared, the com- 


pany laid o" its 600 employes who did not join 
the strike, and fcepi its shops closed until Au- 
gust — The company steadily refused to-arbi- 
trate. The commission then reviews the testi- 
mony which has been previously printed, and 
then comes to its conclusions and recommend- 
ations: 
i 
It disproves of strikes, boycotts and lock- j 


outs, but believes in organization among em- 
ployes. The commission says that recommen- 
dations of specific remedies are premature, 
but. declares that we onght now to inaugurate 
a permanent system of investigntion into the 
relations between railroads and employes in 
order to prepare to deal with them imeliig^r.t- 
Iv. and that we may conservatively aricp: sucn 
remedies as are sustained by. public opinion 
.for defects or wron™5 that may from time to 
time'..appear. In ite lo~£ cr.cte-it. between 
shippers and railroads r,en.i! ;;r.u spc-rific ;egts- 
lation proves inadequate - ThS ies-'socs-oi tuis 
period of legislation ne-L-d ;.^ c-2-nel! remeinr 


by labar, Ea£rr_~r;;v^S--'-il asii -retalia- 


tory legislation injures every interest, benefits 
nobody and can not long be enforced. . 


The question of the right of congress to leg- 


islate in regard to the conditions of employ- 
ment and service upon railroads engaged in 
interstate commerce is a most important one, 
and the right seems by analogy to exist. Sim- 
ilar power as to rates, discriminations, pool- 
ings, eta., has been exercised in the act to reg- 
ulate commerce, and has been sustained by 
courts. 
The position of railroads as quasi- 


public corporations subjects'them und their 
employes to this power, and imposes its exer- 
cise upon congress as a.duty, whenever neces- 
sary for the protection of the people. 
The 


question of what shall be done is therefore one 
of expediency and not of power. 


In conclusion the committee recommends: 
1. That there be a permanent. United States 


strike commission of three members, with 
duties and powers of investigation and recom- 
mendation as to disputes between railroads 
and their employes similar to those vested in 
the interstate commerce commission as to 
rates, etc. 


(a). That, as in the interstate commerce'act, 


power be given to the United States courts to 
compel railroads to obey the decisions of the 
commission, after summary hearing unattend- 
ed by technicalities, and that no delays in 
obeying the decisions of the commi.ssion~be al- 
lowed pending appeals. 


(b.) That whenever the parties to a contro- 


very in a matter within the jurisdiction of-the 
commission are one or more railroads upon 
.one side and one or more national trades 
unions, incorporated under chapter 507 of the 
'United States statutes of 1885-'SO, or under 
state statutes, upon the other, each side shall 
have the right to select a representative, who 
shall be appointed by the president to serve as 
a temporary member of the commission in 
hearing, adjusting and determining that par- 
ticular controversy. 


(This provision would make it for the inter- 


est of labor organizations to incorporate under 
the law and to make the commission a prac- 
tical board of conciliation. It would also tfftid 
to create confidence in the commission, and to 
give to that body in every hearing the benefit 
of practical knowledge of the 'situation upon 
both* sides.) 


(c.) Taut, during the pendency of a proceed- 


ing before the commission Inaugurated by na- 
tional trade unions or by an Incorporation of 
employes, it shall not be lawful for the rail- 
roads to discharge employes belonging thereto 
except for inefficiency, violation of law or neg- 
lect of duty; nor for such -unions or incorpora- 
tions during pendency to order, unite In, aid or 
abet strikes or boycotts against the railroads 
complained of: nor, for a period of six months 
after a decision, for such railroads to discharge 
any such employes inwhoseplacesothers shall 
be em'ployed, except for the causes aforesaid: 
nor for any such employes, during a like per- 
iod, to quit the service without giving 30 days' 
written notice of intention to do so, nor for 
any such union or incorporation to order, coun- 
sel or advise otherwise. 


That chapter 5(37 of the United States statutes 


of 1885-80 be amended so as to'require national 
trades unions to provide in their articles of In- 
corporation, and in their constitutions, rules 
and by-laws that a member shall cease to be 
such and forfeit all rights and privileges con- 
ferred on him by law as such by participating 
in or by instigating force or violence agains 
persons or property during strikes or boy- 
cotts, or 'by seeking to prevent others from 
working through violence, threats, or intimi- 
dation: also, that members shall be no more 
personally liable for corporate acts than are 
stockholders in corporations. 


The'commission further recommends that 


congress consider the establishment of a 
license system by which all the higher em- 
ployes or others of railroads engaged in inter- 
state commerce should be licensed after due 
and proper examination. 


The commission suggests the consideration 


by the states of the adoption of some system 
of conciliation and arbitration like that in 
use in the commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
The system might be reinforced by additional 
provisions giving the board of arbitration more 
power to investigate all strikes, whether re- 
quired to do so or not, and the question might 
be considered as to giving labor organizations 
a standing-before the law, as heretofore sug- 
gested for national trades unions. 


Contracts requiring men' to agree uot to join 


labor organizations or to leave them, as con- 
ditions of employment, should be made illegal, 
as is already done in some of our states.

.WASHINGTON. Nov. 13.—The Wash- 


ing-ton Star 'ucceeded in persuading 
Win. L. Wilson to talk while he was in 
the city Monday.

"I do not know whether my defeat 


was caused by the fact that democrats 
stayed at home or not, as is alleged to 
have been the case elsewhere.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13,—The mikako 


is still reluctant to intrust to the arbi- 
tration of the Cleveland administra- 
tion i. the successes which have been 
von by Japanese arms against the 
forces of China. Up to late hour Mon- 
day night no reply had been received 
from Japan at the state department to 
the president's offer to mediate the dis- 
pute between the two warring nations 
of the east. China is willing and anx- 
ious to accept President Cleveland as 
an arbitrator. . 


When Secretary Gresham, last Tues- 


day, at the suggestion of the president, 
.cabled to Minister Denby at Pekin 
that this country would, if desired, ar- 
bitrate the difference over which blood 
is being shed, the response from the 
Chinese emperor was prompt and fa- 
vorable, indeed, it is understood that 
the earliest intimation was first given 
to Secretary Gresham by the Chinese 
minister in Washington that interven- 
tion on the part of the United States 
would not be repulsed, and that Presi- 
dent Cleveland's oiler was the direct 
result of this suggestion. 
The response from Japan to the similar 
offer cabled to Minister Dunn, at To- 
kio, was not so speedy. The Japanese 
government distrusts the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. 


The course of Secretary Gresham 


since the beginning of the difficulties 
with China has led the mikado to sus- 
pect that President Cleveland and his 
secretary^ of state are inclined to favor 
the Chinese interests, and to sympa- 
thize with the aspirations of Great 
Britain, which in this instance are sub- 
stantially identical with those of China. 
The Japanese government, therefore, 
telegraphed for further details and 
begged time to consider the proposi- 
tion before committing itself. 


It is believed here that, in spite of 


the delay, the reply of the Japanese 
government will be favorable. 
Al- 


though distrustful of the good will of 
President Cleveland, the mikado will 
probably prefer his mediation to the 
intervention of European powers, and 
unless peace is speedily declared in the 
Orient such armed intervention is al- 
most sure to come. 


Proposals have been made to the 


United States, both by Great' Britain 
and France, that our -government join 
the European powers in intervening, 
but these proposals have been declined. 
The Japanese and Chinese, however, 
understand that such negotiations are 
going on, and that in case of interven- 
tion on the part of European nations. 
China is almost certain to lose portions 
of its territory to England, France and 
Russia, and Japan is not likely to come 
in for its share of the spoils of war. 


The basis of arbitration, it is thought, 


will be the payment by China to Japan 
of a solid indemnity, and Japan will 
also ask for the assured independence 
of Corea.

PITTSBUBGH, Pa., Nov. 13.—In the 


case of John Hyson et al. vs. the School 
District of Gallitzin Borough et al., the 
supreme court Monday affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. 


The bill was filed to restrain the 


school directors of Galitzin Borough 
from permitting sectarian teaching in 
the common schools of the borough 
and from employing as teachers sisters 
or members of the Order of St. Joseph, 
a religious society of the Catholic 
church.

Keeping Composed. 


To maintain one's composure under 


circumstances of a trying nature is 
about as difficult a task as has ever 
been set for mankind. The Frenchman 
Is so rarely able to keep cool that he 
marvels at the Englishman's stolid in- 
difference to most of the ills of life, 
and in a French work published some 
years ago a certain "Milord Hamilton" 
is held up as the prince of the com- 
posed, "for," says the writer, "Milord 
Hamilton, having killed a hotel waiter 
in a brawl, being informed of the man's 
death by the landlord, composedly or- 
ders his host to charge it in the bill." 


Beyond all question, the ruby'stands 


supreme as the most precious substance 
in-the world, says the New York Ad- 
vertiser. 
So much 
many persons 


know, but few are aware that rubies, 
sapphires, oriental amethysts and to- 
pazes are all practically the same gem. 
They are corundum, or crystallized 
alumina, [but with infinite diversities 
of coloring and infinite different values. 
It is curious, but true, that a ruby is 
only a red sapphire, and a sapphire 
only a blue ruby. 


The finest "pigeon's blood" rubles 


come from Burmah, those from Siam or 
Ceylon being too dark or too pale, and' 
the Montana stones being cloudy and 
brown. A perfect one carat specimen 
may cost six hundred dollars, while a 
diamond of the finest water of the 
same size can be bought for one hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars. The rich 
color of the ruby, a color which does 
not blacken like the blue of a sapphire 
by night, is supposed to be due to a 
trace of oxide of chromium, but this is 
still a moot point with chemists, and 
all are not even agreed as to the sap- 
phire's velvet tinge. This latter stone 
is much less valuable than ruby, being 
found larger and more abundantly. 
Sapphires really present all colors, the 
pure white variety, when skillfully cut, 
being difficult to tell from a diamond. 
This is a deception dishonest jewelers 
not unfrequently practice to catch the 
unwary. Both rubies and sapphires 
are occasionally met with a"s "star 
stones"—that is, opaque cabochon-out 
gems showing the perfect steely rays 
of a star. 
The emerald is another exceedingly 
dear stone, surpassing the diamond in 
value when of good size and free from 
flaws. Unfortunately, this gem is bare- 
ly faultless, but, if perfect, it easily 
fetches five hundred dollars a carat. 
Emerald and aquamarine, the latter a 
beautifully sunny sea-green stone, are 
identical in chemical composition, be- 
ing varieties of the mineral beryl with 
traces of different coloring matter. 
Beryl is found in all shades from honey 
yellow to the velvet green of the right 
emerald. The aquamarine variety has 
lately become dear and fashionable, and 
rightly so, for the stone is durable and 
a lovely object. The late emperor of 
Brazil Is said to have possessed an 
aquamarine 
of over 
two 
hundred 


ounces troy weight. The Indefinite 
colors of the beryl must have been 
known for ages, since this gem repre-. 
sented the doubting Thomas. 


After perfect rubies and emeralds, 


and perhaps after great pearls, comes 
the diamond in value. This, too, has a 
range of colors, the most prized being 
red, blue,green, and water white, while 
brown or gray tinges are not quite 
so highly esteemed. The Koh-i-Noor, of 
one hundred and two and three-fourths 
carats, ranks low in point of size with 
some of the world's great stones—for 
instance with the Great Mogul, two 
hundred and seventy-nine carats in 
weight. 
Diamond is the 
hardest 


mineral known, brittle though it be; 
acids do not affect it, and it is also the 
only combustible gem. It has high re- 
fractive and dispersive powers ("fire"), 
and some specimens become phos- 
phorescent by the action of light. 
It 


usually occurs as an'eigh-£sided crystal 


_The name topaz is applied to three 


distinct kind of stones, to the oriental 
topaz, 
which is really a yellow 


sapphire; to the Scotch topaz, which is 
only quartz, just as amethysts are 
violet-colored quartz of. little value; 
and to the Brazilian topaz, a vivacious, 
sherry-colored gem which is the only 
true topaz. This latter stone takes a 
high, brilliant 
polish, and it feels 


slippery to the touch. 
The rose pink 


topaz seen in shops is not a natural 
color; it is obtained by subjecting the 
dark yellow varieties to great heat. 
The commercial value of topaz is ex- 
tremely fluctuating, one reason being 
that light exercises a bleaching effect 
on it. 


Another gem, beautiful and interest- 


ing in itself, which is occasionally sold 
for the true ruby, is the red zircon, also 
called jargoon and jacinth or hyacinth. 
Jewelers call these stones "jacinth 
rubies" and charge accordingly. The 
gem is of all colors, the pure white ones 
being hard to distinguish from dia- 
monds, on account of their wonderful 
fire. Chrysolite is just as white, but It 
is like glass compared with .3 diamond 
or jargoon. 


There are two kinds of chrysoberyl 


used as gems. One the well-known 
oriental cats-eye, an opaque greenish- 
brown caboehon-cut stone, showing a 
steely flash or line like silver wire; the 
other, the little known but beautiful 
and curious alexandrite. This unique 
gem is olive or pistachio .green by day- 
light, and it has the remarkable prop- 
erty of turning a raspberry red by arti- 
ficial light. The green tourmaline is 
much like alexandrite by day. This is 
the most chemically complex of all 
gems, and it occurs also in red and 
brown crystals. 


STEPS ON RAILWAY CARS. 


An Authority''Thinks They Arc Uselera 


and Slibnici Be Abolished, 


When the first primitive railway was 


built in this country, says the Kailway 
Age, 
somebody thought it would be 


cheaper and handier to attach steps so 
that passengers could get on or off 
whenever the train might accommodat- 
ingly stop, without the trouble of 
drawing up to a platform, and the fash- 
ion once started has been followed un- 
til now there~are in the United States 
not far from thirty-five thousand cars, 
passenger, baggage, mail and express, 
which are 
dragging - around 
four 


times as many—one hundred and forty 
thousand—sets of steps that are costly 
to build and maintain, are a constant 
source of danger, discomfort and delay, 
and serve no purpose that could not- 
much better be accomplished by hav- 
ing station platforms at a level with 
the platforms of the ears. The elevated 
railways in New York first demon- 
strated the needlessness of.steps for 
cars on the American plan of having 
end doors, as had. from the first been 
demonstrated on all European railways 
where the doors open at the side. The 
Illinois Central Railway company had 
the enterprise to extend the principle 
of no' steps to surface roads by build- 
ing 
special caws and high .station
